The prescher commeneed by savine that it was
impostible 10 read the teachings of St Panl withont

ging impressed wich the grove responsibilines at-
tendant upon the Chnsian minetry. St Paunl
looked wpon it as a task auposed opon Lim which he
con'd not negect, He beuwved that throagh the
strength of Christ he coula deal with the welfure
o1 son's withont being gmliy of the blood of
souls. When ne looksa back uwpon his minstry,
he could eav that he was nor thus gmity. The lie
of the body s light woen commpnred to the hie of
the sonl,the former being comparatively a clpher,
the latter impnrting to I it6 mystery, and making it
sacred in the eye o1 God,  Henea he greater
enormity o1 the onime of b who s gailty of taking
the life of the sgoui. It 48 a 1eariul offense merely
to amuse the ronl eommiited to one's charge,
But Fuul was able o eay toat the blood
of po conl stmned the garmonts of his mimstry,
Happy Vaul! who at tue ¢ 0.0 01 his carcer, nnd by
the siae of his martyr grave, covld lav claim to this!
His emotious, when caugbt u. into the trd hoaven,
could uot have boen a8 subiime sud 08 precions 88
when he made tlng cipnn to the Eiders of Eohesus,
Ho stood smmone them the mest sublims examp ¢
orer seen ot p stainless mamstor of the Word of God.
The radienco of the hoaveuly glory was then aiready
ghimng nbont him

It becomes o grave guestion as 10 how the apostle
wis thus enabied to dea! with the wellare of sonls
without beine gul by 6! 1the blood of souls It was by
making mill proof o his ministry 10 thoss smong
whom be lsbored, Hu at all tipes, aod on all oces -
stors declared the whole conns¢! of God., lo uonder-
stand this 18 thie orent duty of the Coristian momis-
ter, His whole counsel emoraces aill the objecis or
hits care, it is one connsol cmurpang infinty, it 18 s
the oulguing Jight which ficods all space with its
brightnees,

What we need espeinlly to know is the great eens
tral sun or source of this hehe, LThis whole conusel
of God embruces particulnely the salvation of sonls
aud the means by which it i to be acoomplished.
Repeniance towards God and fetth towards our
Lord Jesus Christ is the grand obyect to be attuined
in declanng thi= conusel.  Paul counted not lns hie
dear to himself, so that he might falfil s whole
duty i this decisration. .

But this counsel Is not confined to the days in
which the Aposties hved. It bas gone down through
the ages; God 1= the same n history ns in reyvela.
tions. The sole buminess ol man in this day is to
discover i what this counse! of God conslsts, We
haye nouebt to do with anythne else, save as it aids
uspin learning and declamng this couusel ol the
hviug God.

All Hix movemente in the ages throw light upon
this groat counsel of redemption, Nothing bui a
knowledge and experiones of it is of umportanos to
the mimster o1 Cod, all things else boing secondary
and tebutary 10 it. Tue dee aration ol .this whole
counkel of God Involves somethng more than utters
ing it from the lips, word fox word. Such utlerances
may be as worth ess g= a pantomime, ssmply because
the 1fe and power of God's counsel are not in them,

This e aud power must be o the minister betors
he can enforee it upon the people. The gilt must so
stize and energize bim that he cannot confan it,
pent up within himselt. It calls not only for words,
vut deeds, toils, saerifiecs, and suffeniogs, It calls
for o man who o soul s glled with o renlization of
the truth of the gospel which he preaches, Suoha
man sione oan, ng Paw! Jdid, tern the world upade
daown,

Lhe true Gospel brinegs first the sontencs of death,
betore it presenta the e that i in Christ, leaving
no ope without oxeuse who does not go for pardon
to the Crois, 1he minster 0! God must m every
way bold up this Crose of Curist as the sole hope of
the world.

Tle preacher then exvanded upon the toils and
aaorifloes which aitend this heariy declumation of the
whole counsel 0! woa, giving & vivid sketch of the
labors ppon which the youne men bolore him wape
about to enier, by the dscunrge of which alope
ecould they hope to avold the biood-gulltiness of the
